1 1 . (Currently Amended) A fabric product having a textured surface comprising: 
a warp knitted fabric containing at least a first yarn and a second yarn, said 

warp knitted fabric having a face surface and a back surface, said fabric being formed in a 
manner such that said face surface is predominantly comprised of said first yarn; and 

wherein a textured surface is formed on said warp knitted fabric according to 
a process comprising applying a size composition to the face surface of the fabric 
according to a pattern that includes size treated areas and untreated areas; napping the 
face surface such that the first yarn is napped in the untreated areas, the size composition, 
however, preventing the first yarn from being napped in the size treated areas; and 
removing the size composition after nappino. has boon sub i octod to a napping process that 
has s e l e ctiv el y napp e d sa i d first yarn from sa i d fac e surface to form a t e xtured pattern, 
said t e xtur e d pattern bo i ng defin e d by napped aroas and unnappod aroas. 

12. (Original) A fabric as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein said warp knitted fabric 
comprises a tricot fabric, a milanese fabric, or a raschel fabric. 

13. Canceled. 

14. (Original) A fabric as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein said first yarn has been 
knitted in a manner that forms from about 14 to about 40 knitted rows per inch appearing 
on the face surface of said warp knitted fabric. 

15. (Original) A fabric as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein said first yarn comprises a 
multifilament yarn. 
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16. (Original) A fabric as defined in claim 15, wherein said first yarn comprises a 
polyester yarn having a denier of from about 50 to about 200. 

17. (Previously Presented) A fabric as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein said second 
yarn forms chain stitches in said fabric, the second yarn comprising a monofilament yarn 
having a denier of at least about 10.

27. (Currently Amended) A fabric product having a textured surface comprising: 
a warp knitted fabric containing at least a first yarn and a second yarn, the 
warp knitted fabric having a face surface and a back surface, the fabric being formed in a 
manner such that the face surface is predominately comprised of the first yarn, the first 
yarn comprising a multifilament yarn having a denier of from about 50 to about 200, the 
first yarn having been knitted in a manner that forms from about 14 to about 40 knitted 
rows per inch appearing on the face surface of the warp knitted fabric, the second yarn 
generally forming the back surface of the warp knitted fabric, the second yarn comprising a 
monofilament yarn having a denier of from about 10 to about 50; and 

wherein a textured surface is formed on the warp knitted fabric according to a 
process comprising applying a size composition to the face surface of the fabric according 
to a pattern that includes size treated areas and untreated areas; napping the face surface 
such that the first yarn is napped in the untreated areas, the size composition, however, 
preventing the first yarn from being napped in the size treated areas; and removing the 
size composition after napping, has b ee n subi e ctod to a napping proc e ss that has 
s ele ctiv el y napp e d th e f i rst yarn from th e fac e surfac e to form a t e xtur e d patt e rn, th e 
toxturod pattern bo i ng dof i nod by nappod aroas and unnappod areas . 
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
